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Add Copying 


From Dave Joslyn writing in the Riley Chapter News comes 





the following take-off on our editorial of last month: 


“The older collectors of locomotive photos respected the other 
fellow, and if he went to a great deal of time and expense to 
secure a photo, he was secure in the knowledge that it would not 
be copied. Not son any more. I have seen photos of my own, some 
that I spent a lot of money and time to secure, not only copied, 
but published under the name of the pirate that copied it. Not only 
that, but the collector of today, if he may be called that, not only 
copies the other fellow’s work but has the GALL to sell prints and 
NEGATIVES, just because the one who secured the picture in 


the first place ‘charged too much’. 


“To copy an old photo, that is a different thing entirely, but 
the modern fan does not stop at that. He gets a print and the first 
thing he thinks of is to copy, next he sells prints from the copy 
negative, and then he sells copy negatives. Again, I repeat, it is

poor sportsmanship and the true fan will not do it. 


Whoa there, Dave. Those are harsh words and we're afeared 
you’ve exaggerated a bit.

Review of Defunct Peninsular Railway 


Based on a Report in Wheel Clicks by WILLIAM SCHAEFFER 


The Peninsular Railway was 
an electric interurban line that 
formerly ran through the Santa 
Clara Valley serving the cities of 
San Jose, Saratoga, Los Gatos, 
Campbell, Cupertino, Monte Vista, 
Los Altos, and Palo Alto, Calif. 
The company was a consolida- 
tion of the Peninsular Railroad, 
Santa Clara Interurban Railroad 
and the San Jose-Los Gatos In- 
terurban Railway and was incor- 
porated on June 30, 1909, under 
the laws of California by inter- 
ests connected with the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. 

LINES 

The system included a line be- 
tween Los Gatos and San Jose of 
14 miles, a line between the same 
points via Meridian of 17 miles, 
a 7 mile line between San Jose 
and Alum Rock Park, and a 5 
mile line between Saratoga and 
Congress Springs. In addition the 
company opened its line to Palo 
Alto, 22 miles, in 1910 to 


con- 
nect with its local service in 
that city which the Peninsular 


Railroad had taken over from the 
Santa Clara County Railroad in 
1908. 
TO SAN FRANCISCO 

At the time of the opening of 
the Palo Alto line the Peninsular 
Railway proposed an extension 
from Palo Alto to San Francisco 
which would have given the line 
a through route from San Fran- 
cisco to San Jose and from San 
Francisco to Los Gatos. The route 
needed only twelve miles of con- 
struction to connect with the sub- 
urban service of the Market Street 
Railway at San Mateo over which 
the Peninsular Railway proposed 
to run as far as San Bruno where

the cars would have been routed 
over the Mission district line of 
the Southern Pacific. The  pro- 
posed extension to San Francisco 
was never realized as the World 
War commenced in 1917 and con- 
struction stopped although road- 
bed and station sites for the ex- 
tension were already mapped out, 
EQUIPMENT 

The first cars used on the San 
Jose-Los Gatos line were number- 
ed 50 to 63, which besides their 
numbers were given such names 
as “Saratoga”, “Florence”, etc. 
These cars were painted a bril- 
liant red color and were origin- 
ally the 1-13 class of the San Jose- 
Los Gatos Interurban. The Palo 
Alto line was opened in 1910 with 
the 100-104 class which were sim- 
ilar to the 500 class of the Pacific 
Electric. In anticipation of the 
extension to San Francisco the 
Peninsular Ry. purchased eight 
cars from the Jewett Car 
in 1913. These cars were num- 
bered 105-112 and were placed 
on the Palo Alto line in 1914. 
These cars were very much like 
the 1000 class of the PE. 

In 1928 cars from the Stockton 
Electric Railway took the 50-63 
class’ place on the San Jose-Los 
Gatos line. The 50-63 class were 
converted into one-man operation 
and in 1930 replaced the larger 
105-112 class on the Palo Alto- 
San Jose run. The 105-112 class 
then

LOCAL SERVICE 
The Alum Rock Park line

the 50-63 class cars 
as well as the other types of 
local cars the company 
owned. Local cars included many 
open end California type cars 
similar to the 163 of the Pacific 
Electric. Some of the cars were 
second hand, like number 15, 
which was off the Los Angeles 
and Pacific; other cars came off 
the Pasadena and Pacific. Others 
like 16 were built for the com- 
pany by the Holman Car Co. of 
San Francisco. Open end cars of 
the 20 series were used on the 
Palo Alto local lines and_ the 
Palo Alto-Stanford University 
line similar to the 34-40 series 
cars operated in extra service by 
the PG&E in Secramento. The San 
Jose local lines were operated 
by Birney safety cars after 1920. 
WORK CARS 

The Peninsular Railway own- 
ed one fifty-ton freight motor, 
No. 4, and a large wooden bag- 
gage motor, No. 2. A wrecker line 
car was also owned, No. 201, and

a line car No. 14. Other lesser 
work equipment was also oper- 


ated at various times. 

In the year 1919 the Peninsular 
Railway equipment consisted of 
the following: 31 passenger mo- 
tors, 1 freight motor, and 2 other 
cars (work, etc.). Trackage con- 
sisted of 76.41 miles owned, 2.37 
miles leased; 16,27 miles owned 
and leased by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company; 1.26 miles oper- 
ated by the San Jose Railrods 
which made a grand total of 97.92 
miles of track.

ed of: 41 passenger motors (8 
leased from the Stockton Electric 
Railway); 7 service cars; 1 freight 
motor; 9 non-motor freight cars; 
and 9 trucks and buses. The track- 
age had fallen by ’29 to 63.03. 

Last passenger service was op- 
erated over the Palo Alto line (to 
Mayfield) in 1933. Operation of 
rail service was discontinued, Oc- 
tober 1, 1934, and track and poles 
were removed except for a few 
miles which were leased to the 
Visalia Electric Railroad Co., San 
Jose District. 
SCRAPPING 

Many of the old local cars, in- 
cluding the 50-63 class were dis- 
mantled in the Peninsular Rail- 
way’s yard in San Jose, although 
many were sold for lunch rooms 
and ranch houses. The 105-112 
class went to the PE as noted 
above, and the eight cars from 
Stockton Electric (70-77 series) 
went to the San Jose Railroad as 
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well as five Birneys (27-31). The 
work equipment—baggage motor 
No, 2, wrecker 201, and line car 
14—also went to the San Jose 
Railroad. All the equipment that 
went to the San Jose Railroad was 
scrapped in 1938 when that sys- 
tem was abandoned. Some of the 
other birneys went to the Sac- 
ramento Northern where they be- 
came Nos. 69 and 70 on that line. 
AFTERMATH 

The freight service on the San 
Jose-Berryessa line (Alum Rock) 
continued until 1938 by baggage 
motor No. 2 of the San Jose Rail- 
road operating as part of the Vi- 
salia Electric. Freight and pas- 
senger service on the San Jose- 
Los Gatos line was taken up in 
part by the SP steam trains as

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Railroading in Early Days 
Contributed by WALT SIEVERS 


While looking up items con- 
cerning the northbay railroads 
and on the street railways of the 
Bay area in old San Francisco 
newspapers I came across an in- 
teresting little article under the 
above headline in the issue of 
the “Evening Bulletin” of Wed- 
nesday, February 18, 1874. I cop- 
ied this story word for word, and 
also think it may prove interest- 
ing to many railfans as it gives 
operating conditions of the rail- 
roads in the east—there were 
none in the west at that time— 
round about the year 1840—just 
about 100 years ago. The short 
story goes: 

“A writer in the Harford “Cou- 
rant” gives reminiscenses of rail- 
roading in Connecticut forty 
years ago. When the Hartford & 
New Haven road was first open- 
ed it had very meagre facilities; 
the road-bed was poor, had only 
strap iron rails, which were all 
the while curling up and running 
through the car floors, and the 
‘ars were small, and the loco- 
motives weak. In fact, it didn’t 
take much to block a train in 
those days. Sometimes an inch 
of snow on the rails would do it. 
Henry C. White, one of the first 
conductors on the road, tells how 
he and the baggage-master used 
to sit in front of the locomotive, 
one on each side, and brush off
